Robert  Gordon  McAllen,  Piincetonian  by  preference  and 
adoption,  who  this  week  after  some  18  years  of  association  with 
things  academic  withdrew  from  the  field  of  education  to  enter 
upon  a  business  career.  Recognized  as  one  of  New  Jersey's 
coming  young  headmasters,  the  42-year  old  McAllen  within 
the  space  of  three  post-war  years  succeeded  in  re-establishing 
The  Hun  School  as  a  secondary  school  of  sound  standing  and 
thereby  made  a  noteworthy  contribution  to  a  community  in 
which  education  and  research  are  the  sole  industries. 

A  native  of  Chicago,  McAllen  traces  his  Princeton  resi- 
dency back  to  1924  wlien  ho  entered  the  University  with  the 
Class  of  1928.  He  completed  his  studies  with  Phi  Beta  Kappa 
honors,  divided  two  post-university  years  between  research 
chemistry  and  the  study  of  law  and  joined  the  teaching  staff 
of  The  Hun  Junior  School  in  1930.  Four  yeais  later,  following 
an  apprenticeship  as  assistant  principal,  he  was  named  prin- 
cipal of  the  Senior  School,  the  position  he  was  to  hold  until 
he  volunteered  for  the  Army  Air  Forces  in  1942. 

The  patterns  of  McAllen's  war-time  experiences  were 
traced  by  his  accomplishments  as  an  educational  administra- 
tor. Commissioned  late  in  1042,  he  became  a  cog  in  an  assembly- 
line  training  program  and  drilled  bombardiers  before  receiv- 
ing orders  to  report  to  the  Aimy's  schools  for  military  gov- 
ernment. War's  end  found  him  'n  Tokyo,  a  Lt.  Colonel  on  Gen- 
eral MacArthur's  staff,  serving  in  the  Civilian  Information- 
Education  Section  and  playing  a  major  role  in  the  reorganiza- 
tion of  the  Japanese  school  system. 

McAllen  returned  to  civilian  life  to  assume  direction  of  the 
local  institution,  which,  like  many  private  schools,  was  con- 
fronted with  a  difficult  period  of  readjustment.  Under  his 
leadership,  Hun,  adhering  to  a  limited-enrollnient  policy  and 
minimizing  academic  claptrap,  met  its  problems  squarely.  The 
geographic  base  of  the  student  body  was  broadened  to  include 
representatives  of  ten  states  and  over  the  course  of  1948-49 
100  per  cent  of  the  graduates  interested  in  higher  education 
gained  admission  to  colleges  and  universities

virtues,"  honesty,  respect  for  others  and  work;  for  inculcating 

in  his  charges  the  desire  to  learn  and  the  ability  to  apply 

what  is  learned;  for  looking  to  a  new  future  with  all  of  the 

zest  one  of  his  seniors  would  display  in  looking  forward  to
